ble damage was done to the fences, ftacks of grain | 


and the Indian corn ; but from the kindnefs of pro- 
vidence no lives were loit. We are informed 
‘from Deerfield that eifeéts nearly fimilar to thofe 
we have deferibed, were produced by the ftorm in 
that town, and that its violence was ftill greater 
in the’ towns northweft of Deerfield in Conway, 
Afhfield. and Whately feveral buildings were 
thrown down, whole groves of large wood torn up 
by the roots.and many cattle and hories killed 
thereby. A child was killed at Hatfield, and a 
man at Conway. Much damage was done in the 
towns weftward of this, and the gale extended ma- 
ny miles to the gait.——T he roads in many pl ices 
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“We learn from Fifh-Kill, that on the night of 
“25th ult. a barn, the prcperty of Mr. Macavy, 
was ftruck with lightning, and entirely coniumed, 
together with the whole of hisharveit.

O: the late King of Pruifia. 
CORPORAL of tne life guards, who was 
known to have a giecat deal of vanity, bur 
at tne fame time to be a brave fellow, wore a watch 
chain to which he had affixed a mufket bu'let in- 
ftead of a watch, which he was unable wo buy. 
Lhe King being inclined one day tora! y him, faid

That the truitees in the faid aét named, under a 
conviction of the juftice of the claim of your me- 
moraliit to the {aid lot of land, have delayed mak- 
ing any difpofition of the fame. That your me- 
moraliit might have an opportunity of appealing 
to the Legiilature for reliet. Your memoralsit begs 
leave further to repreient, that there is other pro- 
‘perty both real and perfonal of the faid Benjamin 
Cloie, deceaied, in poffeflion ot the faid truttees 
in the aét aforefaid named, amply iufficient to di- 
charge all the debts of the faid Benjamin Clofe, 
deceaied. at 
Your memoralift therefore humbly prays, that 
the Honorable the Legiflature will by-law vet 
him with an eftate in fee fimple in the faid forty 
acres of land, or grant him fuch other relief as 
they in their wifdom fhall think proper, and your 
memoralift as in duty bound, wiil ever pray.
